Marshall Plan 
Cuts More Jobs 


Forty-nine jobs aboard Ameri- 
can-built ships, owned by Ameri- 
can shipowners and sailing from 
United States ports, are being 
handed over to seamen of the 
German merchant marine, who 
will sail the ships at wages of one- 
third of American wage levels. 


These are more of the fruits of 
the Marshall Plan, which has cut 
for American seamen from

Men Shed Blood to 
Win the Hiring Hall 


IN ITS FIRST ACTION on a major Taft- 
Hartley Law issue, the U. S, Supreme Court vir- 
tually outlawed the union hiring hall. The eourt 
refused to review a lower court decision banning 
the rotary hiring hall of the National Maritime 
Union, But there need be no illusions on the fate 
of the hiring hall in many other unions. The 
ground upon which the ruling was based is a 
provision in the Taft-Hartley law banning the 
closed shop or any form of hiring that is limited 
to union workers, 

Evéry maritime and water- 
front union has a hiring hall, 
Even hiring from a “shapeup” 
like the one in operation for 
East Coast longshoremen, is 
not free from the ruling, be- 
cause the contract of the AFL 
International Longshoremen’s 
Association also vided for 
hiring only mem of the 
union, even though non- 
union men are allowed to 


“shape.” 
the hiring hall, rotary or otherwise, with 
various forms of preference for union ‘workers, 
is in operation in other industries affecting hun- 
dreds of thousands of workers.
